Fernando Reyes, at the head of 1000

HE brewery strikers, who want 

their jobs back again, were held in 

line yesterday by the paid union la- 
bor grafters only by the most desperate 
pleading. They were told that as soon 
as the brewers have delivered alj their 
stock beer, they will give in. 

“You've only got to wait a few daya, 

men,” the blatant-mouthed agitators 
cried, “‘to have the brewers where you 
want them. They can’t brew beer with- 
experienced hands. They're run- 
ning a bluff now, but when the stock 
beer is all gone, they will beg you to 
come back.” 
This sophistry silenced the grumbling 
of the atrikers for a brief time yester- 
day morning. But when they saw 
smoke pouring from the breweries and 
heard the rumble 6f machinery, they 
knew by the familiar sound that beer 
was being brewed. They rushed back ty 
the Labor Temple with the dishearten-. 
ing news. Black looks were cast at the 
man who is responsible for calling the 
strike and forcing men satisfied with 
their jobs to walk out. 

Then this man, one Proebstle of Cin- 
cinnati, told the strikers that the 
Royal Arch was going to support the 
strike by refusing to seil local beer. 


A meeting had been calletl, and as soon | 
as the decision was reached, the brew- 
ers would cave in. 
DESPERATE METHODS. 

All day long, by the most desperate 
methods the strikers were held in 
check, Discouraging reports continued 
to pour in, and the frenzied labor union 
agitators were at their wits end to pre- 
vent a stampede. A “hurrah” crowJ 
of rough-necks was organized to cir- 
culate among the strikers and whisper 
that the Anheuser-Busch people had 
hundreds of carloads of beer on the 
way and that the local saloon men 
were sending back the local beer. 
Placards were tacked on the An- 
heuser Busch delivery wagons in this 
city with the printed words: “Fair 
Beer.” 

The “rough-necks” were instructed 
to stand in front of saloons and jeer

SCIENCE NOTES. 


Housefly Spreads Typhoid. . 
It has been known for many years that typhoid 
fever was caused by germs taken through the 
mouth, but it was not unti]l the Spanish-American 
War that the housefly was known to be largely re- 
sponsible for the spread of the disease. Du the 
Spanish-American War it is estimated that 1924 
nited States soldiers died from typhoid fever 
through the medium of the housefly, and it is re- 
lated that at Camp Ramsey, Minn., where the Fif- 
teenth Minnesota was in camp, what became known 
as ill-fated Co. G was detailed when the regiment 
left for Georgia to police the oa Thirty mem- 
bers of the company were taken ill with typhoid 
fever within a day, and within a week the number 
increased to fifty, nearly half the company. More 
than twenty men, of flower of company, 
died. The sudden epidemic has since been charged 
to the presence of myriads of flies which swarmed 
the company streets and carried decayed 
refuse to the cook tent: 
Music Cures Paralysts. 

The wonderful results which can be 
from the scientific use of music and rhythm in in- 
fantile paralysis were the subject of an im ptu 
demonstration recently at the Tiny Tim Guild, an 
institution in the City Road, London, for the treat- 
ment of paralyzed children who are considered in- 
curable at the general hospitals. 

The first patient was a boy of 6, whose right arm 
had been totally paralyzed following an attack of 
acute infantile paralysis. A drum and his zeal for 
beating ‘it in time so ag to become a professional 
drummer when he r= up have been his salvation. 
What massage and electrical treatment alone could 
not do, cogstant working at his drumming has ac- 
complished, and now the paralyzed arm is almost 
as useful as the other. 

A second case was a child of 3 who six months 
paralyzed in both legs. Her treat- 
ment consisted of “marching” to an inspiring tune 

layed on the piano while seated on the edge of a 
ow wooden chair. 

“The secret of the treatment,” Miss Hawthorne, 
the founder of the guild, explained, “is to make 
them build up the strength of the paralyzed muscles 
and nerves by encouraging them to use their limbs 
in the way each individual likes best. The music 
keeps their interest up and prevents their becom- 
ing tired and bored.”

to be the most delicate scales 
in the world in his private laboratory at the Uni- 
versity College of London. The scales rest in a 
metal receptacle and unless disturbed they can ac- 
curately we a seven-thousand millionth of an 
ounce. The m is made of silica and from it is 
suspended a tray holding a minute giass tube. Im- 
prison a mere impression of xenon, a new gas, in 
the tube, and the magic record of that Weight is 
marked on a scale on which a ray of light is thrown. 

The room is kept almost in darkness, for the 
scales are so delicate that to turn on the electric 
light anywhere in the room would disturb them. 
After using the scales the professor tip-toes out 
and leaves them an hour in darkness recover 
their equilibrium.

BOARD OF TRADE MEETING [8 


BEREFT OF SPASMS. 


Harmony and Good Fellowship 
Reign Save for Minute During 
Which Simonds and Toolen Ex- 
change Compliments — Stand-Pat- 
ters Elect Their Men to Directorate.

PASADENA, May 24.—Harmony and 
good fellowship reigned supreme at the 
annual meeting of the Board of Trade 
at the Hotel Maryland tonight. The 
anticipated clash between supposed 
factions did not come and at the con- 
clusion of the irteresting meeting ev- 
ery one was in good spirits and pleased 
with the turn of affairs. 

The much advertised report of the 
committee appointed to investigate the 
proposed Pasadena Rapid Transit 
Company was the principal matter 
which consumed the attention of the 
members present. In view of number 
and interest the meeting last night was 
the best in the history of the organ- 
ization. 

The long committee report was read 
by the secretary and on completion H. 
A. Toolen moved its adoption and the 
committee continued. Thi motion 
called for several long speeches. George 
P. Cary, chairman of the committee, 
made a careful explanation of the work 
of the committee in gathering data 
upon which to base the report. He 
was followed by George F. Kernaghan, 
a member of the committee detailed 
by the balance to make minute exam- 
inations into the workings of the Rapid 
Transit Company. He stated that of- 
ficials of the company have said that 
if certain conditions are met by the 
Board of Trade the company will make 
a 6-cent fare. He added that reports 
made by the management of the old 
Pasadena-Los Angeles Electric Rail- 
way declared that a line between Pasa- 
dena and Los Angeles can operate and 
make money on a 5-cent fare. He as- 
serted that the Pacific Electric Com- 
pany can operate and make money on 
that basis as well as the new proposed 
Pasadena Rapid Transit. Company; 
that better and cheaper transportation 
facilities would mean great benefits 
for Pasadena and lauded the purposes 
and intentions of the proposed electric 
line, stating that the price of real es- 
tate in the city will materially increase 
with the advent of the line. 

E. H. Lockwood followed with a short, 
crisp speech saying that he is not in 
favor of the Board of Trade indorsing 
road in voto becaure most

W. Ogier offered a _ substitute 
amendment to the original motion. On 
request of George P. Cary he accepted 
an amendment w as passed unani- 
mously, was: 

“Whereas, we believe it is not the 
right policy for this Board of Trade 
to indorse the financial standing of any 
private corporation or encourage the 
eale of the stock in any corporation, 

¢: refore, be it resolved, that while 
we believe the building of an addition- 
al electric road between Pasadena and 
Los Angeles would be greatly to the 
advantage of this city this board does 
not feel justified in taking formal ac- 
tion regdrding the financing of any 
corporation; all of which is without 
prejudice and that the report of the 
committee be received and placed on 
file and the committee receive the 
thanks of the membership of the Board 
of Trade.” 

The passage of the resolution showed 
that the conservative wing was great- 
ly in excess.

PLOW AROUND FORESTS. 


Fire Breaks from Senta Anita to Mon- 
rovia Canyon Are Being Cleared 
by Rangers. 
MONROVIA, May 22.—As a rancher 
piows a fire guard around his hay 
ricks, so Federal rangers ere putting 
a barrier of ragged furrows aound the 
forests on the watersheds of the Sierra 
Madre range. From Santa Anita to 
Monrovia Cafion the thirty-foot fire 
break cleared along the crest of the 
frontier hills two years ago is being 
plowed and cleared of the winter's 
growth of weeds and brush. Hereto- 
fore clearing has been done by hand, 
but the plow is quicker and more ef- 
fective in the permanency of results. 
The work is being done under Assist- 
ant Forest Supervisor E. B. Long and 
Ranger Ivo Reed of the Monrovia-Ar- 

cadia-Duarte district. 

It is expected that rangers will be 
ordered to regular patrols about June 
1 and the clearing of fire breaks and 
repair of trails is being pushed. An ad- 
ditional man is peeded for this district, 
but the government appropriation is not 
sufficient to pay the wages.

ADVICE 
TO BE HEEDED. 


LONG BEACH COUNCIL LISTENS 
TO ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 


Won't Be in Hurry to Bring Suit 
Regarding Ocean Accretions Until 
Similar Suite Now Pending Are 
Disposed of—High School Site 
Question to Come Up Today. 


LONG BBACH, May 23.—A caution 
from Atty.-Gen. Webb in the matter 
of stirring up trouble over titles on 
the beach front will probably be heeded 
by the City Council. Some time ago a 
cencessionaire sought a lease from the 
city of ocean frontage from high tide 
Ime which the city was unwilling to 
grant on the ground that they did not 
care to establish a high tide line. In 
the investigation that ‘followed it de- 
veloped that certain ocean accretions 
appeared to be claimed by corporation 
owners on the beach, whereas under a 
Supreme Court decision in an Oakland 
case it was held that accretions be- 
longed to the State for the use of the 
people. Council then ordered the city 
engineer to survey the entire beach 
and establish lines accorditig to the old 
Official maps, which is now in progress. 
Last week, while attending the Pyth- 
ian Grand Lodge, City Attorney Long 
went tq Sacramento where he inter- 
viewed Atty.-Gen. Webb regarding the 
ownership of tide lands and ocean ac- 
cretions. The latter said he had been 
called upon by all the beach towns on 
the coast for an opinion on the same 
question. He said the matter was not 
finally settled and advised Long Beach 
to go slowly in its movement to estab- 
lish certain lines along the waterfront 
until similar cases have been passed 
upon by the higher courts. 

ABANDONS SHOW BUSINESS. 

Roy Clayton, aged 9, was much im- 
pressed the past week with the agility 
shown by an “African dodger” on the 
beach, who allowed baseballs to be 
thrown at his head with impunity, so 
today he decided-to try the game.

WORK FOR BONDS. 


South Pasadena Societies Unite to 
Arouse Sentiment in Favor of 
Bridge Proposition. 

SOUTH PASADENA, May 23.—For 
the first time in the history of this city 
the people will, on June 7, be called 
upon to vote to issue municipal bonds. 
In the intervening time the advocates 
of the bridge over the Arroyo Seco 
will wage a vigorous campaign, as the 
bonds will have to be carried by a 

two-thirds majority. 

City Engineer Dupuy presented an 
estimate of cost of the bridge, showin 
a total of $128,000. ‘As this city will 
pay one;fourth of this, the ordinance 
provides for an issue of $32,000 bonds, 
of the serial description, two of them 
maturing each year after five yeare 
from date of issue, que bearing in- 
terest at the rate of'4% per cent « 
year. As the bonds will be in the 
denomination of $1000 each, this will 
bring the last one to maturity twenty- 
one years from the time they are put 
out. 

There will be only one voting pre 
cinct, the polling place being at the 
City Hall, corner of El Centro and 
Diamond avenue. 

All the civic organizations have lined 
up in support of the proposition. The 
Chamber of Commerce, the Lincoln 
Park league, the Civic League 
of Oneonta, the East Side Im- 
provement Association and the 
Women's Improvement Association are 
expected to have workers in the field, 
with a view of turning sentiment in 
the right direction.

SANTA MONICA, May 23.—At 10:30 
tomorrow) morning the Coroner and 
a jury will make an official inquiry 
into the death of Mrs. Sarah Figue- 
roa, who died at the Santa Monica 
Bay Hospital shortly before noon to- 
day as the résult of a pistol shot 
wound. Shortly before midnight a 32- 
caliber ball ploughed into her 
brain, entering just below the temple 
on the right side. She was uficon- 
cious when she was picked up in the 
room of the cottage where she lived, 
at No. 2508 South Fourth street, and 
passed away without regaining con- 
sciousness. Her husband, Georfe 
Figueroa, was arrested soon after the 
woman was shot, being charged with 
the commission of the crime, and 
spent the night and day in the city 
jail. He is of Mexican descent, 32 
years of age, and an oll driller by 
occupation. He admits that he was 
drinking last night, says he and his 
wife quarreled, but he denies that he 
shot her. He says she did it her- 
self. 

ON THEIR HONEYMOON. 

Figueroa and his bride were making 
their home in a rear cottage belonging 
to Mrs. R. D. Samman, who occupied 
the house in front. Mrs. Samman 
told the police that she heard the

After the shooting she 
made no investigation, but the peo- 
ple who were passing near at the 
time heard the report of the weapon 
and informed the police. When officer 
Benton arrived he found the woman 
lying where she had fallen. Near her 
was the revolver, which was Iidenti- 


fied as. being the property of her 
brother, A, D. Pugsiley of Los An- 
geles. Figueroa was not there at 


the time but coming in a few minutes 
later made no resistance upon being 
placed under arrest, although denying 
that he had shot his wife. Jack Fur- 
ber. who had been with Figueroa 
during the afternoen and evening, was 
thought to know something about 
the affair. Being located in 
Los Angeles this morning, he volun- 
tarily returned to the beach, where 
he established the fact that he had 
left the Figueroa home before the 
shooting occured. Figueroa corrobo- 
rated this statement made by Furber. 

Figueroa and his wife were celebrat- 
ing their honeymoon at the beach, 
they having been married in Santa 
Ana on April 28. As Miss Sarah 
Pugsliey she was married to the man 
who is charged with her murder, her 
family home having been at No, 1516 
Husted street, Los Angeles. The bride 
was an American girl, 19 years of age 
and of prepossessing appearance. Her 
brother, A. D. Pugsley, who Is con- 
nected with the Elysian Springs 
Water Company of Los Angeles, came 
to the beach early this morning, up- 
on hearing of the tragedy. and was at 
his sister's side when she passed 
away. 

NOT INFORMED OF DEATH. 

Figueroa, who is known as a sullen 
man of quick temper, has not yet been 
informed of the death of his bride. He 
told the officers that he didn't know 


exactly how she shot herself. He 
made frequent inquiries as to the 
condition of the woman, but beyond 


that apparently took no interest in 
the affair and spent the day alone in 
dogged indifference. The officers are 
inclined to give but little credence to 
Figueroa’s denial, which he makes in 
a half hearted way. He seems to 
treat the affair with an indifference 
that is not understood by the officets. 

Acting upon the request of the 
Supervisors for coiperation in the 
adoption of regulations for the sup.

tonight instructed its committee on or- 
dinances and judiciary to prepare a 
measure providing for the muzzling of 
dogs. This is to be reported next 
Monday night.

Vasquez was today held to await the 
action of the Superior Court. Hie ball 
was fixed at $1000, and in default he 
was sent to the County Jail. The 
trouble occurred when the men were 
drinking. Oliveras received a painful 
knife cut in the face.
